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Community venture for trail to link historic landmarks

HALESOWEN could soon 
have its own history trail tak¬ 
ing people on a tour of the 
town’s ancient landmarks. 

A church dating back 1,000 years 
and an ancient stream running under 
the High Street would be among the 
places highlighted. 

It forms part of ambitious plans set out by 
the Halesowen Business Improvement District 
(BID) to improve tourism and trade over the 
next five years, 

Leaders behind the community-led business 
group are working on long term plans for the 
town until 2022. The trail would feature sign¬ 
posts with historical information leading people 
to various landmarks, in¬ 
cluding St John the Bap¬ 
tist Church. 

Barry Wheeler, busi¬ 
ness manager at the BID, 
said: “We have a number 
of interesting buildings in 
Halesowen. The church 
dates back to Norman 
times. Some of its founda¬ 
tions go back even earlier. 

“There is an ancient 
stream that runs under 
the High Street, that 
not many people know about. There is also 
Leasowes Park, made by William Shenstone. 
Not too many people are aware of it all. and we 
want to promote this with trails and signage.” 

The move has been welcomed by Halesowen 
historian John Billingham, a member of the 
Halesowen History Society. 

He said: “I welcome these plans because 
Halesowen has a long history, going back to 
the Domesday Book in 1086. St John’s Church 
is mentioned with two priests. This implies it 
was a minster. One would have been the church 
priest and the other would have been a priest 
for outlying churches. The first reference to 
Halesowen is in court rolls dated 1270, when it 
appeared as ‘Hales Owen’. 

Despite its proximity to Worcestershire, 
Halesowen was an island of Shropshire terri¬ 
tory from the 11th to 19th century, possibly 
because land was owned by the powerful Earl 
of Shrewsbury.

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80 fined as camera car targets schools

EIGHTY fines have been handed out in 
one month since a school parking spy 
car hit the streets in Dudley borough. 

The car is fitted with mobile CCTV 
and has just completed its first month 
full service keeping children safer out¬ 
side schools. 

It is designed to deter people from 
parking on yellow ‘keep-clear’ zigzag 
lines outside school gates. Legislation 
means it is an offence to stop anywhere 
on the lines, punishable by a £70 fine. 
The zones are designed to make the 
busy areas outside schools safer. 


More than 80 penalty notices have 
been handed out since the car took to 
the streets in September. 

The car, which was already one of the 
council’s fleet of vehicles, has been kit¬ 
ted out with smart technology. 

Using Google Maps and GPS, it 
senses when a vehicle has been driven 
into an area with the yellow zigzag lines 
and starts recording. It stops when the 
car leaves the area, recording the num¬ 
ber plates. 

The car was deployed outside sev¬ 
eral schools in June and July as part of 


a pilot project but has been rolled out 
across the whole borough since pupils 
started back in September. 

The project is costing £60,000 to set 
up and aims to be self-financing,funded 
by the income from fines. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, Dud¬ 
ley’s cabinet member for environmental 
services, said: “Illegal parking outside 
schools puts the lives of children at risk. 

“The yellow zigzag lines are designed 
to keep the road clear so that children 
can see and be seen.”

Ophelia sent 
roof debris 
crashing to 
the street 

A BUILDING’S roof partially collapsed 
in Quarry Bank as the Black Country 
was lashed by the fringe of Hurricane 
Ophelia, which brought widespread de¬ 
struction to Ireland on Monday. 

Brierley Hill firefighters were called 
out to Quarry Bank’s High Street after 
the gable end of a terraced building col¬ 
lapsed. 

The property includes nine flats above 
a shop with one occupant having to 
move out for the night. 

The road was closed off in both direc¬ 
tions by the junction of New Street. No 
one is said to have been injured but six 
to eight foot of brickwork is said to have 
collapsed from either side of the roof. 

West Midlands Police and Dudley 
Council are said to be looking into the 
incident. 

The worst of the storm hit Ireland 
where a woman in her 50s and a man 
in his 30s were killed as the remnants of 
Hurricane Ophelia hit the British Isles. 
The woman died when a tree fell on her 
car and the man died in a chainsaw ac¬ 
cident in Co Tipperary while attempting 
to remove a tree downed by the storm. 

About 120,000 homes in the Irish Re¬ 
public and 4,000 in Wales, were without 
power. 

Although winds were not as violent 
over the West Midlands, the storm 
caused around 15 flights from Birming¬ 
ham Airport to be grounded.

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokeswoman Claire Brown said: “The 
Midland Air Ambulance with a doctor on 
board and an ambulance with two para¬ 
medics attended the scene. We treated 
a man, believed to be in his 70s, who 
has suffered serious leg injuries. He was 
then taken to Russells Hall Hospital by 
land ambulance.”

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Schools are 
striving to 
get better, 
says boss 

DUDLEY’S schools are the worst per¬ 
forming in the Black Country accord¬ 
ing to figures from education watch¬ 
dog Ofsted. 

Figures for the year up to August 
2017 found that four per cent of the 
borough’s schools were rated inad¬ 
equate and 14 per cent required im¬ 
provement. 

However, 13 per cent were rated 
outstanding - the same percentage as 
Staffordshire - and 69 per cent were 
good, which was higher than both 
Walsall and Sand well. 

Dudley Council’s education chief, 
Councillor Anne Millward, said the 
authority was striving to improve 
outcomes for all its schools. 

“We are heading in the right di¬ 
rection and working really hard 
alongside the schools improvement 
committee to target schools that need 
extra support,” she said. 

“Our task is made more difficult by 
the fact that successive Governments 
have been intent on repeatedly mov¬ 
ing the goalposts. 

“We get to a point where we are get¬ 
ting on top of things and then have 
to deal with a new curriculum, new 
ways of testing and new ways of re¬ 
porting to the Government. As soon 
as we reach the required level they 
move the bar. 

“There needs to be a smarter way of 
thinking nationally on how we deter¬ 
mine schools’ success.” 

German cycle

Jennifer said: “It was absolutely 
superb. My family were joking 
that I looked as fresh at the end 
as when I started because I smiled 
a lot.

In 2015 Jennifer ran the 
Brighton Marathon to raise funds 
for a defibrillator at the school. 

She said: “I raised about £750 
two years ago and then Charlotte 
and Craig’s Saving Heart Founda¬ 
tion matched it.

MP is backing police 
response to crimewave 



More than 340 plants were found at the cannabis factory discovered on a Halesowen industrial estate 


POLICE are making tackling vehicle 
crime a priority in Halesowen as part of 
a crackdown on crooks. 

Officers will also be checking vehicles to see 
if they are secured, following concerns that a 
crimewave is gripping the town. There have 
been reports of cars being stolen off driveways 
and homes being burgled. 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP James Morris 
says has been speaking with the local police team 
who are carrying an operation to ‘disrupt this crim¬ 
inality’. Police have recently made several arrests in 
the area over the past week. 

Just a week ago a cannabis 
factory with 348 plants was dis¬ 
covered at Westside Industrial 
Estate in Halesowen, leading to 
the arrest of a 43-year-old man. 
Police also found equipment 
used for growing cannabis dur¬ 
ing the raid last Thursday. 

In other incidents a 31-year- 
old man was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of possessing cannabis and 

driving with no insurance, and a 35-year-old man 
was arrested on suspicion of possessing cannabis and 
suspicion of stealing a motor vehicle. 

Operation 

Mr Morris said: “No matter how big or small (the 
crime) it is important that residents inform our local 
police. This sort of criminality is completely unac¬ 
ceptable and I hope the culprits are brought to jus¬ 
tice.” 

He added: “Following a meeting, I am working 
with our local police. There is an operation which 
is covering Halesowen where dedicated staff are 
working to the early hours of the morning, both uni¬ 
formed and in plain clothes, targeting vehicle crime 
locations and seeking to disrupt this criminality and, 
hopefully, arrest individuals. 

“The operation is current and ongoing. I will be 
speaking with the police to assess the effectiveness 
of this work. 

“Part of the operation will include officers check¬ 
ing vehicles parked in the streets or on driveways to 


see if they are insecure or if there are any valuables 
on display. 

“The tactic is simply to prevent residents becom¬ 
ing victims of crime due to leaving their cars un¬ 
locked or leaving valuables on display. 

“I will be following up with the police to ensure 
that everything that can be done, is being done, and 
that residents are updated on the work that the po¬ 
lice are doing to combat crime locally.” 


Meanwhile, calls have been made for CCTV cam¬ 
eras to be installed in a the Shell Corner area. 

Businesses in that area of Halesowen are being 
urged by councillors to club together to get the 
cameras installed. Councillor Stuart Henley, who 
represents Halesowen North ward, said: “There 
has been drug dealing, break-ins and car theft. If 
there was CCTV they might go elsewhere and it 
would help the police.”

Hospital fails 
to meet A&E 
time targets 

ONE in five A&E patients are waiting 
more than four hours to be seen at 
Russells Hall Hospital, latest figures 
show. 

Just 80 per cent of patients were 
seen within four hours in August - 
below the national NHS target of 95 
per cent. 

Chiefs at Dudley Council called the 
figures ‘extremely disappointing’. 
Hospital bosses also pointed to the 
development of a new £2.6 million 
emergency treatment centre which 
should relieve pressure on A&E when 
it opens next month. 

The number of patients seen within 
four hours dropped from July, when 
the figure was 82 per cent. In June the 
figure had been 90 per cent. 

Councillor Nicholas Barlow, cab¬ 
inet member for adult social care, 
said: “We are already worried about 
what winter will bring. These are very 
disappointing figures. The problem 
is there is a shortage of nurses right 
across the board. 

Majority 

“There is not an overnight solution. 
Sometimes the Government puts in 
targets that are not realistic. The hos¬ 
pital staff are doing an excellent job .” 

Diane Wake, chief executive of 
the Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust, said: “We always do our best 
to make sure patients attending our 
emergency department are seen as 
quickly as possible and continue to 
see, treat, admit or discharge the 
vast majority of patients within four 
hours. 

“Our combined performance in 
August for all types of emergency 
attendances, which is measured as 
part of the national four-hour tar¬ 
get, was 87.2 per cent. Patients are 
always prioritised in order of clinical 
need to make sure that acutely un¬ 
well patients receive the urgent med¬ 
ical attention they require as soon as 
possible.”

Speedway fans call for their 
own stadium to end doubts

FANS of Cradley Heathens speed¬ 
way club are frustrated but hope¬ 
ful for the future of their team fol¬ 
lowing what may have been their 
final ever fixture. 

Followers flocked to their meeting 
with Eastbourne on a windy Monday 
night - with the Heathens losing out by 
just three points. 

The Heathens have been homeless for more 
than 20 years, meaning they have had to have 
‘home’ meetings at the tracks of rivals in Wol¬ 
verhampton and Birmingham, even as far 
away as Stoke. 

But despite the promising support this 
season many fans have been left scratching 
their heads about the future of their team. It 
is not known whether the Heathens will be 
allowed to continue to use Monmore Green 
next season, the home of Wolverhampton 
Wolves which is owned by bookmaker Lad¬ 
brokes, due to the Wolves having more fix¬ 
tures to schedule. 

Stadium 

Ken Cotter, aged 61, from Cradley, said: 
“The last three to four years, it’s been Lad¬ 
brokes that have let us ride. We have ridden 
at Birmingham, which is not suitable, a lot of 
fans won’t travel that far - it is a Ladbrokes 
stadium but they just won’t travel. You don’t 
see the crowds like you do here. I think if they 
can get Ladbrokes to agree for us to ride on a 
separate night to the big teams then I think 
we’ll be fine. 

“The problem we face with speedway is 
the noise, that’s why there’s a curfew at 10 
o’clock, even here. If they get a piece of land 
and they say speedway, people automatically 
say we don’t want the noise, so the council 
throw it out.” 

Ken and his wife Vicki have been attending 


the Monmore Green stadium since 2010. Vicki, 
58, said: “Every year it is a shame because we 
cant look for riders and build a team because we 
don’t know whether we’re going to have a track 
to ride on. 

“You’re left at the end of the season where all 
the best riders have been snapped up. It’s frus¬ 
trating that we can’t have our own track, you 
know the certainty is there every year.” 

Fan David Boxley from Cradley Heath has 
been backing the team since the 1960s. The 
57-year-old is keen to see the team get a place 
they can call home. He said: “It will be very dis¬ 


appointing if this is our last season. It’s difficult 
to put into words really how much of a loss it will 
be to the supporters. 

“My first meeting I was still in the pram. 
When they reopened in 2010 it was a good oppor¬ 
tunity to blow the dust off the scarf. It’s a social 
thing as well, it was great to see old friends back 
on the terraces again” 

“We’ve got to try and get somewhere of our 
own because we’re relying on Wolverhampton 
and Birmingham. If Birmingham were to move 
up into a higher division, it would mean more 
meetings for them, so less opportunity for us.Ul-

timately we have to have a place of our own.” 

Officials at the club say the search has been on 
for a stadium since the club’s reformation seven 
years ago. 

Cradley Heathens club promoter Gary Patch- 
ett said: “If the number of teams in Wolver¬ 
hampton’s league, the top league, increases next 
year, that will increase the number of home fix¬ 
tures Wolverhampton have next season.” 

He added: “We brought the club back to life 
in 2010, we’ve been looking for a site to develop 
as a stadium since 2010 and before, and other 
people tried before us.”

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Debt: No 
it’s not all 
fault of the 
bankers 


POPULAR wisdom is that the financial 
crash 10 years ago was solely down to 
those who worked in the banking sector. 
Were it not for their reckless behaviour, 
everything would be fine and dandy, and 
we would all be basking in the joys of ev¬ 
er-growing living standards. 

Certainly, the banking sector didn’t 
cover itself in glory, but we kid ourselves 
if we think it was anything more than a 
bit-part player in the problems of the past 
decade. The real cause of the crash was 
debt. Ridiculous amounts of it. Both gov¬ 
ernment and personal. 

National debt more than doubled be¬ 
tween 2005-2010. Record “investment” 
in health care often meant shiny new 
buildings leased from private companies 
under the PFI initiative - more debt. 

Then there were the new NHS admin 
bodies with fancy names like “Beacon” 
and “Crystal”, each with their own cor¬ 
porate logos, offices and PR teams. But 
then there was the even more vexed is¬ 
sue of personal debt. For every reckless 
loan doled out by the panto villains in the 
banks, there was also a misguided bor¬ 
rower. Did anybody really think a 115 per 
cent mortgage at five times their salary 
would end in anything but tears? 

Blaming bankers is an alluring argu¬ 
ment, particularly for politicians. After all, 
they are hardly going to say it was their 
fault. And blaming the general public 
tends not to go down terribly well either. 
Pointing the finger at people who are hard 
to love at the best of times is always go¬ 
ing to be the easy option. The problem is 
that they have learned nothing. 

Today, government debt is at an all- 
time high. For all the talk of “austerity”, 
it is still spending more than is coming in. 
This cannot go on forever. 

At the same time, UK personal debt 
stands at £1.6 billion, about what it was 
before the last crash. 

Experts are particularly concerned 
about PCP car purchases. Take a look at 
all those shiny new 4x4s you see every 
day. Flow many have been paid for? 
About 14 per cent. Nearly nine out of 10 
new cars are bought on the never-nev¬ 
er. And don’t get me started on payday 
loans and “rent-to-buy” stores. 

We have become a want-it-now, throw¬ 
away society, where saving to buy things 
and making them last is seen as old-fash¬ 
ioned. It may not be palatable, but we 
have got to accept that not everyone can 
have a new car, flat-screen television, 
computer or smart phone. If we don’t live 
within our means, another crash is inevi- 
table.The only question is who we blame 
next time.

TFIE great writer Robert Harris says there is 
nothing worse than a screen or stage adapta¬ 
tion of a book sticking too closely to the plot 
and becoming “stilted” as a result. Actually, I 
can think of something worse. It is scriptwriters 
and producers altering historical facts. 

TFIERE is no evidence, for example, that 
Queen Victoria’s courtiers Lord Alfred Paget 
and Edward Drummond were gay, let alone had 
an affair. Indeed, Paget fathered 14 children 
which suggests he had a passing interest in 
heterosexuality. Yet in Victoria (ITV), Paget and 
Drummond are lovers. Writer Daisy Goodwin 
says she has been “creative” in her interpreta¬ 
tion of history and “some people might get very 
cross with me.” Only the sort of people who get 
cross at movies suggesting the Yanks retrieved 
the Nazi’s Enigma code machine (U-571) or that 
William Wallace painted his face blue (Brave- 
heart). These days, people get their history from 
television and movies. The least they can ex¬ 
pect is accuracy. 

TFIERE’S a running joke in the satirical come¬ 
dy W1A (BBC1) about the BBC’s digital subtitle 
service which can neither get things right nor be 
switched off, and which recently announced a 
show starring the popular pianist Jews Holland. 
But it’s hard to satirise the Beeb’s real subtitle 
service. It was rubbish when it was launched 
just in time for the Charles and Di wedding in 
1981 and remains rubbish to this day. A few 
days ago I switched on the Beeb’s mid-day 
weather forecast. The subtitles began: “It was 
a grey staff are some of it this morning” and

went on to warn of “one or two Mac showers.” 
In Scotland, presumably. 

SOME say W1A has lost its spark and per¬ 
haps there is a natural limit to the number of 
buzzword jokes viewers will accept. Yet it still 
has some great gags. The moment the tall, chis¬ 
elled and perfectly poised Anna (Sarah Parish) 
walked into the glass wall and knocked herself 
out was one of the best TV slapstick moments 
since Friends’ Joey punched Ross in Central 
Perk. 

RESIDENTS of Coseley in the West Midlands 
have called in their MP Pat McFadden because 
they are plagued with badgers which dig up 
their gardens and even damage house founda¬ 
tions. It’s a tricky one for any politician because 
badgers are a protected species whose only 
serious enemy is the motor car. A friend was 
driving home the other night and paused in a 
farm lane to let one baby badger cross the road, 
followed by another, and another. There were 
eight of them. They are adding to a UK badg¬ 
er population estimated at 485,000 which is an 
80 per cent increase since the 1980s. Princess 
Anne famously declared that there would be a 
good case for culling badgers even if there was 
no link to bovine TB. 


THERE is, if we believe the tabloids, some 
friction between TV cooks Jamie Oliver and 
Gordon Ramsay over the size of their families. 
Oliver has five kids, Ramsay four. I am sur¬ 
prised, in an age of rocketing world population, 
climate change and loss of habitat, that anyone 
draws attention to their own fecundity. There 
you are, dutifully dividing your household waste 
into three different bins each week in order to 
save the planet. If the couple next door have ten 
kids, you must ask yourself, what’s the point? 

YET another email this week alleges that if 
you support Brexit you’re right-wing. Can I ad¬ 
vise you to have a look at Jeremy Corbyn’s re¬ 
cord from 1975 of voting against the EU and all 
its works? And he’s right-wing, is he? 

MEANWHILE, still in Europe, the death is an¬ 
nounced of Victorino Martin, 88, the greatest 
bull breeder in Spain. His beasts, the victorinos, 
were famed for their unpredictability in the ring. 
It may be that some of your hard-earned taxes 
are supporting bullfighting, via the EU’s Com¬ 
mon Agricultural Policy. As with so many EU af¬ 
fairs, it’s not easy to find where the money went 
but a report by Green Party MPs four years ago 
reckoned about £103 million a year was used 
to subsidise the bullfighting industry. Another 
good reason for leaving.

W HEN former university mental health lec¬ 
turer Roy Philpott recognised involuntary 
changes in his social behaviour, he knew he 
needed help — and quickly. 

“Below the radar,” he says, “things were happening to my 
teeth in my early-60s and by the time I was 70, problems 
were visible and very acute.” 

But the issues were not just affecting his oral health. 
Studies of the mysterious collaborations between our 
bodies and minds have established medical links between 
failing teeth and mental wellbeing. 

In Roy’s case invasive gum disease had challenged his 
enthusiastic approach to retirement and not least his 
passion in working for the Guide Dogs charity. 

A public speaker for the charity, he became aware of a 
’’terrible self-consciousness” doing fundraising events. 

Symptoms masked 

“My normally clear speaking voice began to change and 
people were asking me to repeat what I’d said. On reflec¬ 
tion, I was probably mumbling. Another strange thing for 
me was that I’d noticed I no longer smiled,” he says. 

During a period of three years he suffered numerous 
gum infections as the insidious disease saw him lose more 
and more teeth. “I’m a Black Country lad and typically 
Black Country folk cope and get on with things and that’s 
just what I did,” he adds. 

When antibiotics failed to work he turned to alternative 
therapies and for a couple of years herbal 
prescriptions appeared to help. 

However, in 2010, Roy recalls what 
he describes as a “turning point” in a 
downwards spiral that ultimately affected 
his ability to eat properly, his digestive 
system and social engagement. On holiday

in Scotland, Roy developed Bell’s palsy, a 
partial paralysis of the face.“Treatment 
involved the prescription of steroids,” he 
explains. 

“Suddenly, all the problems with my 
teeth appeared to disappear, but of course

what really was happening, symptoms 
were being masked by the medication and 
the infection was still in the roots of my 
teeth. I thought it had gone, but it hadn’t.” 

In less than a decade, Roy had lost more 
than 16 teeth and his diet had changed 


dramatically. Embarrassing gaps meant 
he was able to chew on only one side and 
his healthy vegetarian diet, including his 
favourite apples, celery and grapes, was 
limited to soft food choices. 

“My gums hurt, food impacted between 
my remaining teeth resulting in sideward 
pressure and more loosening, and I had to 
make conscious decisions not to stay in. 

“There was no Pizza Hut for me and 
even a simple piece of toast I had to cut 
into small pieces. I was no longer really 
chewing food, just swallowing it and was 
experiencing stomach problems. 

“I’d be chewing and a tooth would just 
fall out ... I was not sleeping, had a par¬ 
tial denture I couldn’t get on with and all 
I could think of was ‘what on earth am I 
going to do?’ I was desperate,” he says. 

Secure 

Inspired by testimonials published in his 
local weekly newspaper, he sought help 
with Steven Burchell DipCDT RCS(Eng), 
principal of both North Street Dental and 
Implant Clinic and the Denture Clinic. 
“What an eye-opener! 

“He spent an hour with me on my first 
consultation,” says Roy. Treatment in¬ 
volved the placing of four upper and four 
lower implants to secure over-dentures.

'Tidy' travellers win praise from MP 


THEY are often chastised for leaving piles 
of rubbish wherever they go but one group 
of travellers has been praised for mowing 
the grass at a site they illegally occupied. 

The group of Scandinavian travellers 
prompted concerns from council bosses 
when they set up on a football pitch off Lis¬ 
ter Road in Dudley earlier this year. But 
officers from the authority were stunned 
when they found a member of the group 
busy with a lawn mower during a site visit. 

The group in around 18 caravans spent a 
week at the site in May. They are also tidied 
away rubbish before they left. 

Dudley South MP Mike Wood made the 
revelation during a House of Commons 
debate on illegal traveller encampments 


in which MPs discussed the need for more 
powers to remove travellers from playing 
fields and parks. He told MPs: “Some of 
those camps, although unauthorised, have 
caused very little damage or disruption. 

Toilets 

“One group of travellers from Scandina¬ 
via tidied up after themselves, mowed the 
grass, and probably left the pitch in a bet¬ 
ter condition than that in which they had 
found it.” 

Mr Wood later added: “I think we can say 
that this particular group of travellers were 
fairly unusual in that they called the council 
and asked for Portakabin toilets when they 
first arrived. They tidied up the entire site 


before they left and one of them mowed the 
grass. If every group of travellers was like 
them then I don’t think we would have any 
problems.” 

Currently police powers (under Section 61 
and 62a of the Criminal Justice and Public 
Order Act), allow the removal of trespassers 
who cause criminal damage or engage in 
abusive and intimidating behaviour, or have 
six or more vehicles on land. Police can seize 
vehicles. 

Mr Wood said: “Police often seem to con¬ 
sider it inappropriate or unlawful to use 
section 61 powers because of the lack of 
welfare assessments and the needs of the 
children are likely to be applied to any such 
new powers.”

Cleaning up 
camps costs 
taxpayers 

£ 150,000 

DUDLEY Council has spent more than 
£150,000 over the last three summers clean¬ 
ing up the mess left behind by illegal traveller 
camps. 

Conservative MP Mike Wood said illegal camps in 
his Dudley South constituency had left the authori¬ 
ty with the huge bill, as he called for clearer Govern¬ 
ment guidance on how police and councils can use 
powers to move on travellers. 

His concern is shared by Dudley North Labour MP Ian 
Austin, who has described the mess left by the transient 
land occupiers as ‘com¬ 
pletely unacceptable’. 

Their comments came as 
the Government’s Commu¬ 
nities Minister Alok Sharma 
announced a review into 
the effectiveness of laws 
designed to tackle illegal 
camps set up by travellers 
and gypsies. 

Speaking during a House 
of Commons debate on the 
issue, Mr Wood said: “There 
have been illegal incursions 
in areas including Nether- 
ton, Woodside, Wordsley 
and Kingswinford. 

“There has been defeca¬ 
tion and urination on play¬ 
ing pitches and children’s 
playing areas. 

Impact 

“While the impact of 
that is, of course, felt most 
keenly by residents in the 
immediate area, the cost of 
dealing with it - in terms of 
enforcement and clearing 
up - is felt by the whole bor¬ 
ough and has amounted to 
more than £150,000.” 

Mr Wood added that while 
he supported giving the po¬ 
lice new powers to deal with 
illegal traveller camps, there 
needed to be greater clar¬ 
ity on how existing powers 
were being used. 

Labour MP Ian Austin 
said: “I want the council 
and the police to be able to 
deal with such sites much 
more quickly. I also want 
the council to take much 
stronger measures to pre¬ 
vent them from being occu¬ 
pied in the first place.” 

Mr Austin urged MPs 
to listen to proposals from 
West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson, who has called 
for powers enabling local 
authorities to direct groups 
of travellers to transit sites 
outside of their administra¬ 
tive borders. 

“It is my job to speak up 
for people in Dudley who 
have been affected by these 
camps, “ said Mr Austin.

“What people in Dudley 
have had to put up with 
this summer, as in previ¬ 
ous years, is completely and 
utterly unacceptable, and 
I want tougher and swifter 
action to deal with them, as 
well as measures that pre¬ 
vent travellers getting on to 
local parks and community 
facilities in the first place.” 

“I also want the Govern¬ 
ment to look at the propos¬ 
als of David Jamieson, the 
West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner who 
has done a huge amount of 
work on these issues.” 

Mr Austin asked Mr 
Sharma top met Mr Jamie¬ 
son and West Midlands 
MPs to discuss the impact 
of these issues in the region.

Proud 

“I never knew Arthur as he died in 
1945, aged 75, long before I was born. 
It feels great, it’s very exciting and I 
feel really proud because not only was 
he a local businessman he was also a 
philanthropist. He did a lot to help the 
poor in the community and to try and 
keep costs of funerals lower. 

“He accepted payments in rabbits 
and pheasants. His son was my grand¬ 
father and I remember him saying 
people came in with rabbit and pheas¬ 
ants to pay the last bit of a funeral 
payment.” 

Back in May the museum got in 
touch with the family to propose doing 
something with their history. Learning 
team manager Pat York, responsible 
for researching and putting together 
the characters, came across the A&A 


Walters website which contained ex¬ 
tensive history about the family. 

The museum then got in touch with 
great-granddaughter Rachel and to¬ 
gether they developed a character 
with an outfit, background notes and 
appropriate objects to be portrayed at 
the museum, initially to school groups. 
Dressed in full mourning attire appro¬ 
priate for the period, which is all black, 
Nigel Westwood-Burgess is portraying 
Arthur Walter as a young man of the 


late Victorian and early Edwardian 
era. 

His character carries mourning 
jewellery to portray how Victorians 
approached death and also period ‘me¬ 
morial cards’ which were very popular 
in the Victorian era and handed out at 
funerals as keepsakes. 

Mr Westwood-Burgess, 31, learning 
assistant and activity demonstrator, 
said: “I was delighted to meet the 
descendant of Arthur Walters, the 


character who I’m currently playing. 
It was the first time Rachel saw me in 
costume, and the first time the char¬ 
acter had been used for visitors, and 
I was pleasantly surprised by visitors’ 
interest. 

“The school groups I was guiding 
that day had lots of questions to ask 
about him. 

“I thoroughly enjoyed telling them 
the history of such an interesting 
and charitable man, who was once a 


central pillar of his community. It’s 
a satisfying part of my job that I am 
able portray these characters and keep 
these stories alive, and tell the story of 
a Black Country family-run business 
that is still going from strength to 
strength 167 years on.” 

The museum has put focus on char¬ 
acters that don’t currently have a spe¬ 
cific building and which portray real 
lives and stories of people who once 
lived in the Black Country. 


Fly-tip fines 
not wielded 
by councils 

ONLY two councils in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire used strict 
new powers aimed at clamping down 
on fly-tipping in the first year they 
were available, figures show. 

Across the UK local authorities 
have collected £750,000 in fines from 
illegal waste dumping since new Gov¬ 
ernment legislation was introduced in 
May 2016. 

But more than two-fifths of Eng¬ 
land’s councils did not issue a single 
fine up until May this year, according 
to figures from a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request. 

Those councils include Sandwell. 

Wolverhampton Council issued 
nine fines totalling £4,044 over the 
period, while Dudley Council brought 
in £360 from three fines. 

Walsall Council did not respond to 
the data request. The figures come 
despite the region being blighted by 
fly-tipping, with 32,569 reports of 
dumped waste in the West Midlands 
last year. 

The new law enables councils to 
issue on-the-spot penalty notices of 
up to £400 for offences. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, 
Dudley Council’s environment chief, 
said the authority was always look¬ 
ing to use new enforcement powers to 
clampdown on the scourge of fly-tip- 
ping. 

“It costs the council a fortune, and 
60 per cent of it relates to household 
waste,” she said.

VASES have long been a very useful ad¬ 
dition in terms of home design, able to 
bring a touch of colour or seasonal style 
to any room. 

They are very affordable - unless you want 
fabulously expensive ones - and always available 
at good prices in the saleroom. 

Vases have been around since the times of the an¬ 
cient Greeks but those similar to the ones we use today, 
originally known as flower glasses, were around in the 
1700s, although it wasn’t until the Victorian era that 
they became popular and readily available. 

They come in all sorts of shapes, styles, designs and 
sizes - and materials range from brass and silver to 
china and wood. 

The Victorian vases tended to be very ornate, often 
featuring glorious floral patterns, and were produced 
by all the major manufacturers of the day including 
Royal Worcester and Royal Crown Derby. 

Shapes changed in the 1920s and 1930s with the 
more streamlined designs of Art Deco and Art Nouveau 
(although flower pat¬ 
terns were still right 
up there with Art 
Nouveau!) and by 
the forties vases has 
started to look a lit¬ 
tle more functional, 
although still stylish. 

The fifties had its 
own unique elegance 
and this was mir¬ 
rored in home decora¬ 
tion, including vases, 
and of course the 
1960s saw everything 
become very brightly 
coloured. 

The seventies 
vases were both col¬ 
ourful and slightly 
wacky in both style 
and shape - and al¬

Capturing frozen beauty 
of Iceland with Gertrude

TWO film-makers who juggle 
their business with jobs at the 
Grand Theatre in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton certainly managed to cap¬ 
ture some dramatic images and 
spectacular footage on a trip to 
Iceland. 

Battling unpredictable and harsh 
weather, armed with a drone, Alex 
Hatfield and Ina Krombholz set off 
on an expedition to capture the ‘raw 
beauty and natural spectacle of winter 
across Iceland like never before.’ 

The result is the film Island, the latest ef¬ 
fort from the aerial specialists Skies Untold. 

It begins above the Nordic country’s 
Jokulsarlon glacial lagoon. The film then 
follows a journey across Iceland includ¬ 
ing breathtaking overhead shots of Sel- 
jalandsfoss and Bruarfoss waterfalls, the 
Vatnajokull glacier at Skaftafell, and the 
lighthouse at Arkanes, built in 1918 and 
one of the oldest concrete structures of its 
kind in the country. 

Along the way, the aerial photography 
and cinematography experts take viewers 
along deserted highways, swoop among 
smouldering geysers and halt for close-ups 
of a herd of wild horses.

Skies Untold was set up by drone pilot 
Alex Hatfield, who was born and raised in 
Wolverhampton and has been building mul¬ 
ticopters in his spare time since 2010. 

He met his partner, Ina Krombholz from 
Berlin, Germany, while she was studying 
for her Masters in graphic design at the 
University of Wolverhampton, and they 
both discovered a mutual passion for aerial 
cinematography. 

Both aged 27, Alex and Ina work at Wol¬ 
verhampton Grand as a stage technician 
and dresser respectively, while Ina also has 
her own jewellery business. 

Unpredictable 

Spending seven days in Iceland in March, 
the gruelling weather conditions caused 
some issues for the film-makers and their 
drone affectionately known as Gertrude. 
Alex said: “They really aren’t joking when 
they say the weather is entirely unpredict¬ 
able in Iceland! This made filming difficult 
and we weren’t able to shoot a lot of the 
things we had planned prior to the trip. Due 
to this, a lot of the locations shot aren’t the 
usual tourist spots. 

“They are smaller things we just hap¬ 
pened across and took advantage of whilst 


driving the main A roads around the island. 
We stopped and filmed where and when we 
could, if the weather allowed. 

“Furthermore, due to Iceland’s latitude 
and ground make up, magnetic interfer¬ 
ence can prove to be problematic when 
flying drones. Gertrude has a digital com¬ 
pass which it uses to stabilise and orientate 
itself, and this would often fail, requiring 
sequences to be reshot or abandoned. How¬ 
ever, we persevered throughout the shoot 
and I think the end results were more than 
worth the struggle.” 

Alex said: “On complex shoots where I 
need to concentrate entirely on flying, Ina 
operates the camera. There are two control¬ 
lers, one operates the drone and the other 
controls the camera settings and direction 
independently. Ina is gifted with a cameray. 

Camera operator and editor Ina said: “We 
have wanted to visit Iceland for some time. 
Seeing the it for the first time feels like step¬ 
ping onto an alien planet that is still in the 
process of forming; the black sands, endless 
lava fields, jagged cliffs, waterfalls, glaciers 
and yellow green moss that carpets huge 
swathes of land. It feels raw and beautifully 
unfinished. What better place to film?” 

Following the success of ‘Island,’ the 
duo’s next project will seem them under¬ 
take more coastal filming around the UK. 



























Plant burns bright 
with Carry Fire

ROBERT Plant, the Black 
Country’s Prince of Wails, re¬ 
turns with Carry Fire, his first 
album in three years. 

It has to rate as one of his finest 
albums since the demise of Led 
Zeppelin as an ongoing project, 
sounding fresh but with echoes of 
former glories. 

Surrounded by his expert ensemble 
of rock and folk musicians - The Sen¬ 
sational Shapeshifters - Plant kicks 
off with The May Queen, freewheeling 
acoustic guitar and a vibe close to 
Zep’s Bron-Yr-Aur Stomp and Gallows 
Pole. 

The lower register of the 69-year- 
old rock god’s voice means he has 
never sounded more vulnerable, mel¬ 
low and warmly mortal. This adds a 
poignant quality to the dustblown Sea¬ 
son’s Song and rolling elegiac Dance 
With You Tonight. There is a sense of 
foreboding on A Way With Words and 
Heaven Sent, the latter a song that 
Lane Del Ray would covet. 

Carving Up The World, with its skiffle 
rhythm and nice blues licks, is a rock¬ 
ing riposte to Brexit and Trumpism, 
New World an anti-colonial sequel to 
Immigrant Song and Bones Of Saints 
rails against warmongers. 

The world music element is brought 
to the fore on the title track with its 
North African and Spanish influences, 
both Moorish and very moreish. Plant 
duets with Chrissie Hynde on a psy¬ 
chedelic blues revamp of old rockabilly 
number Bluebirds Over The Mountain. 


Plant brings his Shapeshifters for 
gigs at Wolverhampton Civic Hall on 
November 20 and Birmingham Sym¬ 
phony Hall on December 12. 

On the cusp of the big time since 
their 2015 debut My Love Is Cool and 
a storming Glastonbury set last year, 
London indie outfit Wolf Alice have be¬ 
come the UK’s premier alt-rock band. 

Blending shoegaze guitar swirl with 
grungy hard rock, dream pop and even 
haunted folk, Visions Of A Life, second 
album from the four-piece fronted by 
Ellie Rowsell, matches the ferocity and 
energy of their live performances. 

There are plenty of contrasts, such 
as the sweary riot grrrl blast of Yuk Foo 
(you can guess the sentiment) with the 
sweet yet steely vulnerability of Ellie’s 
vocal on Planet Hunter. 

Formidable Cool is a hard-hitting 
song about a date rape creep, the dark 
and claustrophobic Sky Musings use 
the fear of flying as a metaphor whilst 
Space & Time is a punk rocker for the 
mosh pits. 


Don’t Delete The Kisses is classic 
bitter-sweet Wolf Alice with half-spo¬ 
ken vocal and a potent chorus, and 
Beautiful Unconventional is a new indie 
anthem. Sadboy is a propulsive grower 
and St Purple & Green a slow burning 
ballad. 

The psych-folk of After The Zero 
Hour and the title track, a rock epic 
with oriental feel, have a Led Zeppelin 
atmosphere. 

Wolf Alice are in concert at Birming¬ 
ham 02 Academy on November 16. 

The Hawklords, featuring former 
Hawkwind members Harvey Bain- 
bridge and Jerry Richards, are stuck in 
a timewarp of a 1970s future past on 
new album Six. 

But the retro synths and space rock 
riffs have a certain strangeness and 
charm, despite some clunky cliched 
lyrics. Prog rocking epics Nightside 
and Los Cavatina are the highlights. 

Catch The Hawklords and their fa¬ 
mous lightshow at Robin’s Bilston 2 
venue on November 12.

Great time 
to start 


preparing 
for spring 



WINTER may be on the way, but that 
doesn’t mean its time to abandon the gar¬ 
den until spring. 

There are many things that can be done to 
keep your green spaces looking tidy and wel¬ 
coming - not to mention preparing gardens for 
spring. 

The horticulture team at the Eden Project, an edu¬ 
cational charity that aims to connect people with each 
other and the living world, has come up with 10 top tips 
for your garden during October: 

1. Care for your lawn by raking or brushing leaves 
off the grass. Try collecting them in a leaf bag, which 
will turn them into useful leaf mould. You can also cut 
the grass for one last time this year. Make that last cut 
slightly higher to protect the lawn from winter frost. 

2. Trim hedges so they are crisp and tidy for the win¬ 
ter. 

3. October’s the time for clearing up. Greenhouses, 
ponds, gutters and water butts may all need cleaning 
out, wooden garden furniture will need covering or 
storing for the winter and terracotta pots will need 
bringing inside. 

4. Divide herbaceous perennials. Plant some back 
in the ground; take others to pot up and give away to 
friends in the spring. 

5. In the veg patch plant garlic cloves with their 
pointed ends up, and spaced 10cm apart. 

6. Plant bulbs for a colourful spring display. Try 
planting clumps of five or seven bulbs of the same vari¬ 
ety through a border for a really effective display. 

7. Plant out spring bedding and biennials, such as 
wall-flowers, for spring displays. Pots and hanging bas¬ 
kets can be planted with spring bedding, and teamed 
with bulbs, grasses, cyclamen and violas for a colourful 
and textural display. 

8. ‘Plant’ prepared hyacinths in vases for winter 
scent and colour in the house. 

9. Harvest pumpkins for eating as well as carving. 

10. Enjoy the apple harvest! Don’t forget to check 
out Eden’s Harvest Festival, which includes apple 
pressing demonstrations, or your local apple day. 

Act to cut your 
global footprint 

HOUSEHOLDERS can do more to cut 
their global footprint, it has been claimed. 

A green energy expert has warned household¬ 
ers not to be complacent after two positive sto¬ 
ries about climate change. 

Firstly scientists said that computer models showed 
the planet had warmed more slowly than previously 
predicted. Secondly the National Grid said Britain had 
had its greenest summer ever with almost 52 per cent 
of electricity generated by either nuclear or renewable 
forms of power between June 21 and September 22 this 
year, up from 48 per cent in the same period last year. 

“This is very encouraging news,” said Ron Fox of 
Noreus Ltd. “But although the world has gained more 
time, rapid reductions in emissions are still required 
to meet the goals set by the Paris agreement to limit 
warming of the earth to 1.5C above pre-industrial lev¬ 
els which the UK agreed to.” 

Ron said with homes producing more than a quar¬ 
ter of the UK’s carbon emissions, the onus on reduc¬ 
ing their carbon footprint has never been greater for 
householders. He said one of the easiest ways for res¬ 
idents to cut their carbon footprint was by insulating 
the loft, inside walls and the outside walls, a move 
which can cut energy bills by up to 45 per cent. He said 
the most efficient way was to use a spray foam because 
it fills all the cracks and crevices, keeps the attic at a 
constant temperature so cutting the risk of ice damage 
in the cold months, reduces the risk of mould and can 
create a quieter environment with its sound proofing. 



Goldcrests could be back in gardens this winter 


Cold winters are enticing 
goldcrests to our gardens 


A COLD spell in late winter 2016/17 had birds 
flocking to garden feeders, including higher 
counts of Britain’s smallest bird, the Goldcrest, 
according to British Trust for Ornithology’s 
Garden Bird Feeding Survey. 

Winter 2016/17 was generally mild and it was 
relatively quiet on garden feeders, but results 
from the GBFS found that more birds were 
making use of the supplementary food we put 
out during a cold snap in late January, early 
February. 

One of the species coming to our feeders in 
the colder weather was the tiny Goldcrest. In 
fact, garden birdwatchers have recorded high 
numbers of Goldcrest in gardens over the last 
two winters, with counts in February 2017 35 
per cent higher than the average for the previ¬ 
ous five years. 

Are we in store for another winter of Goldcrest 
sightings? So far it looks promising with high 
preliminary counts for September. Goldcrest 
numbers are severely affected by low winter 
temperatures, but the predominately mild win¬ 


ter weather of recent years might have helped to 
boost numbers. 

Goldcrest is an infrequent garden visitor and 
only seen in six per cent of gardens (average 
1995 to 2017) during February/March, which is 
the peak time for garden sightings. 

This tiny bird, which weighs a mere five to 
six grammes, favours conifer woodland and only 
tends to visit gardens in times of cold weather 
when natural food sources are harder to find. 
Being so small means that they expend a lot of 
energy keeping warm, so suet-based products 
provided at garden feeding stations can provide 
a lifeline. 

Claire Boothby of BTO Garden BirdWatch 
said: “Putting bird food out in our gardens really 
can make the difference between life and death.” 

People are being urged to sign up as garden 
birdwatchers to feed into the BTO’s long-term 
data and research on garden birds and other 
wildlife.

Tender loving care the 
key to creating new plants

IF you’re short of houseplants 
but don’t want to fork out a for¬ 
tune on new ones, BBC Garden¬ 
ers’ World presenter Alys Fowler 
says you can easily boost your 
stock through propagation. 

“Think of spider plants with all 
those hanging baby spiders just wait¬ 
ing to touch a bit of soil and send down 
roots,” she said. 

“Other plants can easily be divided. 
Offsets, runners and suckers are another 
straightforward way of creating new 
plants.” 

But among the easiest ways to increase 
your stock is to divide plants. 

Those which are suitable for this method 
include adiantum, aspidistra, calathea, ma- 
ranta, chlorophytum and httonia. 

You can’t divide plants which have a sin¬ 
gle stem, such as climbers, or those which 
have leaves that arise from a single stem. 

“Dividing plants can offer them a new 
lease of life,” says Alys. “If the older parts 
are in the middle, for instance, division will 
allow the young, healthier growth room to 
grow.” 

This is how you do it: 

SPLIT THE PLANT 

This is going to be messy if you do it 
inside! Spread out newspaper and have a 
sharp, clean knife to hand, along with clean 
plant pots which you want to transfer the 
divisions into, compost and a place to water 
the plants. 

Remove the plant from its pot and lay it 
on its side. Aim to split it into two or three 
at most, as each new division needs shoots 
and roots and smaller pieces will have more 
trouble establishing themselves. 

You may need to use a sharp knife to cut 
between the roots, although sometimes you 
can gently tease them apart. Aim to break 
as few roots as possible. 

REPOT DIVISIONS 

Once you have separated the sections, 
repot them into new pots and compost, 
gently sprinkling new compost around the 
roots, then water them in. 

GIVE THEM TLC 

Keep your divisions shaded until they 
perk up. Some may flop over initially, but 
they should recover. Don’t overwater them 
or you may drown them. Give them a fine 
mist to help keep transpiration down. Take 
care to ensure that each division has equal 
proportions of roots to leaves. If you have 
more leaves, transplantation shock is likely. 
TIMING IS KEY 

Divide evergreen plants in spring, to give 
them plenty of recovery time. Divide flower¬ 
ing plants after they have bloomed and you 
can see new leaves growing.

still 



For You 



H e never once thought 
about packing it in, 
though his mates told 
him he ought to. During 
his six wilderness years, 
Tom Chambers worked 
variously as a barman, pizza delivery 
guy, HGV driver and more. He took 
whatever work he could get because 
nobody wanted to give the fledgling 
actor a job. 

So he recorded a video of himself tap dancing, 
showing off skills that few possess. And he sent it to 
1,000 people - yes, 1,000. Two of them responded. 

“I was lucky, one of those responses led to a TV 
audition.” 

The audition was for Holby City and that, in turn, led 
to an appearance on Strictly Come Dancing. For Tom, at 
least, the rest is history and he is now one of the biggest 
stars of the West End. Musical theatre adores the man 
who won the sixth series of Strictly with partner Camilla 
Dallerup. 

“In this industry, you either have to have a screw loose 
or be slightly mad. Not giving up for that long and having 
that never-ending belief that you’ll get there requires 
something a little different. Even now, I still can’t quite 
believe what I’m doing. 

“I tried for six years after drama school, I was a barman 
pizza delivery, FIGV driver. .. You name it. Then I did a 
tap dance and sent it out to 1,000 people and I got two 
responses. Everyone was telling me to quit. They were 
telling me to find another agent. At one point, I even 
signed up to be a fireman. But then the phone 
rang offering me a proper TV audition for six 
years. I took it and things have gone alright 
since that. But that’s the thing, you’re so lucky 
to get work in this 
industry. You only 
have to watch X 
Factor to realise 
what talents people 
have.” 

Tom is lining up 
with another Strictly 
winner, Caroline 
Flack, who is making 
her stage debut as ‘Irene’ 
in the national tour of Crazy 
For You. Tom plays her love 
interest, Bobby, and the show 
reaches Birmingham Flippodrome from 
Tuesday to October 28. 

Best known to TV audiences for her 
star-turn on the popular BBC TV series 
Strictly Come Dancing, Flack won the 
12th season of Strictly in 2014. She 
currently presents ITV’s Love Island and 
her previous presenting credits include 
I’m a Celebrity .. . Get Me Out of Flere 
NOW! and The Xtra Factor. She has 
also presented The X Factor. Prior to 
presenting, Caroline trained in musical 
theatre. 

Tom created the role of Jerry Travers in the West 
End musical Top Flat, for which he was nominated for 
an Olivier Award for Best Actor in a Musical. Fie can 
currently be seen in the hit BBC drama Casualty and 
his other TV credits include Holby City and Waterloo 
Road. His recent stage credits include Private Lives and 
White Christmas in the West End. 

They will be joined by Charlotte Wakefield in the role 
of Polly. Charlotte made her West End debut as Wendla 
in Spring Awakening, for which she was nominated 
for an Olivier Award. She played Maria in the critically 
acclaimed production of The Sound of Music at Regent’s 
Park Open Air Theatre receiving nominations for Best 
Actress in a Musical at both the Evening Standard and 
Olivier Awards. Fler other theatre credits include Sophie 


in Mamma Mia! in the West End, Truly Scrumptious in 
Chitty Chitty Bang Bang and Laurey in Oklahoma!, both 
on national tour. 

Tom says the production is enormous fun. “It’s 
great to be working with Caroline again. I judged her 
on the Strictly tour after she won it in 2014.1 didn’t 

have to wag my finger at her and give her 
instructions, she was step perfect. 
“This is her first musical. She’s 
really purposeful. She didn’t 
want the lead because 
it’s her first one and she 
didn’t want to jump in the 
deep end. But she’s like a 
box of fireworks. You never 
what what colour it’s going 
to be next.” 

Crazy For You is directed 
by The Watermill’s Artistic 
Director, Paul Hart, with 
musical arrangements by 
Catherine Jayes (The Color 
Purple, Broadway). It is 
choreographed by Nathan 
M. Wright (High Society, 
Old Vic) and is designed by 
Diego Pitarch (The Addams Family). 

It has music and lyrics by George 
Gershwin and Ira Gershwin and a 
book by Ken Ludwig. It was inspired 
by material by Guy Bolton and 
John McGowan and was originally 
produced on Broadway by Roger 
Florchow and Elizabeth Williams. 

Tom says: “Everything is about 
the casting, get that right and it’s 
half done. In this show, you almost 
don’t know where to look. There’s 
something unique about this show 
compared to the originals. There’s 
no orchestra or pit, the music’s 
been learnt - imagine that, a 
whole Gershwin. I have to play the 
trumpet for four bars but the rest 
are brilliant. The cast have learned 
singing, dancing, acting and playing

an instrument at the same time. There’s tap dancing, 
spinning and playing clean notes. Flow you do play a 
violin cleanly when you’re jumping around on the stage? 

“Everything you see played on stage is live and real. 

It makes it very, very exciting. It’s pure enjoyment, pure 
escapism, a big bundle of fun. It’s like medicine for the 
soul.” 

Tom was drawn to the stage by Crazy For You, which 
he saw when he was 15 with Ruthie Flenshall. “If there 
was one role in my entire life at the top of my bucket list, 
it was Bobby. With loads of musicals, the scripts are 
neither here nor there. But this was written in the 1990s 
- when the Die Flards and When Flarry Met Sally were 
coming out. The dialogue at that time was great with 
loads of one-liners. So the audience smile from start to 
finish. It’s a classic boy meets girl, but it’s the lengths 
Bobby goes to that makes it funny, there’s a farcical 
element to it.” 

Tom is also looking forward to being back in 
Birmingham, where he played in Top Flat. 

“I’ve done Top Flat and Private Lives too. It’s lovely 
to be back. I’d say the Birmingham and Black Country 
crowd have a brilliant sense of humour, they’re always 
very warm. Some parts of the country, I can’t name them, 
they’re a little bit cooler and reserved, whereas with 
Birmingham the audience is ready to have a good time 
from the moment the curtain goes up.”

L ove him or loathe him, you 
can’t argue that Piers Morgan 
is well connected and usually 
manages to extract some juicy 
information out of his guests. 

His chat show Life Stories returns 
tonight and his first guest is another 
cracker who drops plenty of 
bombshells to the journalist and 
broadcaster. 

Actress Kim Cattrall made her film 
debut in Otto Preminger’s 1975 film 
Rosebud. She then went on to star in 
Porky’s (1982), Police Academy

Since 2014, the 61 -year-old has 
starred in the HBO Canada series, 
Sensitive Skin, playing Davina 
Jackson, a middle-aged woman who 
is having difficulty with growing old 
having been a noted beauty in her 
youth. And as well as appearing on 
TV and film, she is also an 
accomplished stage actress, and 
starred in the original Broadway 
production of Wild Honey, plus 
Antony and Cleopatra at the 
Liverpool Playhouse, Private Lives, 
and Sweet Bird of Youth at London’s 
Old Vic in 2013. 

Cattrall’s private life has also kept 
her in the headlines. 

She has been married three times 
to Larry Davis, Andre J Lyson and 
Mark Levinson, the latter with whom 
she co-wrote the 2002 book 
Satisfaction: The Art of the Female 
Orgasm. 

She also took part in the BBC One 
documentary series Who Do You 
Think You Are? in 2009, where she 
discovered her grandfather George 
Baugh was a bigamist. 

Despite an eventful life on and off 


the screen and stage, to millions of 
fans, Cattrall will always be the self- 
proclaimed “try-sexual” man-eater 
Samantha. 

And it’s her conversation with 
Morgan about the Sex and the City 
franchise that has caused a media 
storm over the last few weeks. 

Cattrall and her SATC co-stars 
Sarah Jessica Parker, Kristin Davis, 
Cynthia Nixon have spent years 
combating rumours that there was 
feuds between the four of them. 

But when asked about her 
decision to turn down a role in Sex 
and the City 3, she denies shutting 
down production with her over-the- 
top demands, claiming the cast 
have a “toxic” relationship and that 
“Sarah Jessica Parker could have 
been nicer.” 

On her relationship with SJR she 
also says: “I don’t know what her 
issue is, I never have.” 

Despite her most famous 
character, Samantha, appearing to 
have run her course, if this interview 
is anything to go by, Cattrall is 
determined to carry on regardless.

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Isle be back for more tasty food 


I WALKED in to the living room and took one 
look at my girlfriend. A teacher, back at work 
after the six-week break, she already had 
the look on her face that told me she felt like 
she’d never been away from the classroom. 

We had already spent one evening that week, 
me helping her organise her stationery while she 
marked books and planned lessons. It was the easiest 
decision, made out of a mixture of laziness (on my 
part), tiredness (on hers). 

“Right, I’ve booked a table. We’re going to The 
Island House,” I said. So 45 minutes later, along with 
my girlfriend’s mum, we piled into the car. From the 
outside, The Island House, on the Stafford Road, 
Wolverhampton, looks warm and inviting. Early signs 
were good. 


SEATING 

Inside is clean and fairly comfy. Tables are well¬ 
spaced. You feel part of the experience without having 
a grizzly child staring you down from a foot away. There 
are two main seating areas around an old bar. This 
adds to the atmosphere as the noise pollution is broken 
down into more manageable chunks.Which brings us 
on to the food. 

We had friendly staff serving us throughout, but if we 
were to be picky, the timing was slow. However, what I 
would say is that if you’re a vegetarian steer clear. This 
is not a criticism, they just specialise in meat and fish 
dishes. Your options will be limited. 

Already my girlfriend’s mood had lifted as her 
eyes glided down the menu.We opted for the baked 
Camembert sharer served with a mixture of baby rustic 
breads and red onion jam to start. All three breads were 
lovely, ranging from a soft, croissant-like offering to the 
grainier farmhouse texture of another. 



Her mum chose a selection of barbecue pork ribs that 
came with French toast. The toast was a little soggy, but 
the perfectly cooked ribs just slid off the bone. 

But the mains are where the evening started to slip 
a little. Two of us were lucky. My girlfriend picked off 
the specials menu - a minted lamb burger packed with 
salad and two rashers of crisp bacon, accompanied by 
fat, skin-on chips, crispy onion rings, a pot of coleslaw 
and mustard mayonnaise. 

I had an eight ounce sirloin steak which I slathered in 
a thick and creamy peppercorn sauce. Its sharp flavour 


had enough of a kick without overpowering all else. The 
steak itself was juicy and flavoursome, just one problem 
... it wasn’t my steak. My girlfriend’s mum had also 
selected the same steak, but without sauce. She had 
also requested it be cooked more well done than mine. 

The chef had put the sauce on the wrong plate. Yet, 
judging how pink the inside of her cut was, it is very 
doubtful it would have satisfied me as I like mine cooked 
‘medium’. She pointed this out and they offered to cook 
it further for her, yet when it returned it was almost 
as pink as before. Giving up, she settled for her side 


portions but the manager for the night did agree to 
remove it from our bill. 

Anyway on to desserts, I chose the raspberry 
bakewell with custard. The portion was a little small but 
it was gorgeously sweet. The other half had a tiramisu 
and declared it ‘as good as she had tasted in Italy’. And, 
luckily, her mum also enjoyed her serving of chocolate 
fudge cake with marshmallows, meringue bites and a 
serving of cream. 

So mission accomplished. Both with our cheering up 
skills and a (mostly) delightful meal. LEIGH SANDERS

Vauxhall can’t have heard about the demise 
of diesel; the new range topping Insignia 
Country Tourer comes with nothing else. 

In fact, there isn’t even a choice of engine 
until a second one arrives in a few weeks. And 
that’s a diesel too. 

Of course, Vauxhall knows diesels are going 
to be around for years and the overhyped 
stories that diesel is in its death throws are 
simply nonsense. 

Which is just as well if you enjoy your 
driving, for the newcomer is probably the best 
car Vauxhall currently makes. 

Ability 

For a £1,355 premium over the normal Sport 
Tourer you gain four-wheel drive in the most 
expensive version, while all of them have a 
gently raised ride height (+20mm) and the 
macho black plastic cladding and silver skid 
plates that these days signifies a car with the 
ability to handle a slippery forest track. 

The result is a big car, more than five metres 
long, that socks it to the likes of Audi’s Allroad 
and the VW Passat Alltrack but for thousands 
less, starting the three car range at £25,635. 

All of them share a 168bhp 2.0 litre turbo 
diesel engine and the ability to touch 135mph 
and hit 62mph in around nine seconds while 
managing better than 43mpg in the official 
test. A 210 horsepower diesel arrives shortly 
and automatic gears are already an option 
in a Country Tourer in front-drive form. Order 
the 4x4 (£27,235) and you’ll have a car that is 
mostly front wheel drive most of the time but 
can switch power to the back wheels in an 
instant when slip is detected. 

Beneath the new body cladding sits a car 


with enough space in the rear seat to act 
a stand-in limo and a boot that varies from 
generous (560 litres) with the seat back 
upright to vast (1,665 litres) with it folded 
down. 

Lack of room will never be a problem here. 
Nor will the fittings and fixtures that come with 
a car Vauxhall perches at the pinnacle of the 
Insignia range. 

As befits the poshest model there are a 


host of standard features, from a tailgate that 
opens with a well aimed kicking motion under 
the rear bumper to roof rails that can cope 
with loads up to 100kg. 

You and your passengers should never feel 
a wintry chill in this car, with heated front seats 
as standard and outer rear seats as an option 
along with the option of a heated steering 
wheel for the driver and a heated windscreen 
to quickly banish early morning frost. 


Standard kit also includes a fine satellite 
navigation, cruise control, leather faced 
seats, 19ins alloy wheels, panoramic camera 
and Vauxhall’s OnStar system that gives you 
a wi-fi hotspot in the car and automatic crash 
response if the worst happens. 

But this version of the Insignia goes well 
beyond its specification and turns into an 
enjoyable drive as soon as you head off 
down the road, a potent and easy-going 


diesel engine mating with a precise manual 
gearchange to provide a car with genuine 
punch. 

On a properly surfaced road, even in 
pouring rain, you’re unlikely ever to trigger 
the 4x4 system into instant action. But come 
a winter chill or a muddy lane in deepest 
February and you might be very glad that 
your Country Tourer will take care of things 
for you.

VAUXHALL 
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A giant leap forward for SsangYong 



The latest Rexton has a stylish, sculpted new body but retains its muscular appearance 


By John Griffiths _ 

South Korean 4x4 specialists SsangYong 
have relatively modest aspirations for sales 
of its all-new Rexton model in the UK. 

It may be realistic but in many ways it’s a pity 
as the budget brand’s latest offering is a giant 
leap forward on the previous Rexton, very 
capable and exuding a more upmarket feel. 

It’s a full-size SUV packed with technology 
and serious off-road ability, plus it’s a 
seven-seater and a towing limit of 3,500kgs 

- enough for a horsebox with two equines on 
board or some of the biggest caravans. 

Yet with prices starting at £27,500, it 
undercuts some of the current crop of SUV- 
styled cars with two wheel drive only, and 
space for only five passengers and a lot less 
luggage. Plus the Rexton has a five year, 
unlimited mileage warranty behind it. 

SsangYong has been making 4x4s for more 
than 60 years, so it’s no surprise that it has 
that aspect well sorted. But until recently 

- and the advent of the smaller but widely 
acclaimed Tivoli - it has had the image of 
being somewhat utilitarian in its approach. 

Inspired by that car’s success in Europe, the 
new Rexton follows its example with a stylish, 
sculpted new body, yet one which retains a 
suitability muscular appearance. Inside the 
story continues, with a modern panel and 
centre console, big, comfortable seats and a 
range of higher quality, softer materials. It’s 
packed with technology, too. 

The first and second row of seats have 
generous levels of head and leg room for 
adults, and even the fold-down pair of seats 
in the rear shouldn’t be ruled out as full-size 
accommodation. The layout means luggage 
room is exceptional: from 820 to 1,977 litres 


on five-seater versions and from 649 to 1,808 
litres in the seven-seater (with rear seats 
folded flat). 

In base level (EX) models the centre console 
is dominated by an eight-inch touch screen 
controlling the audio system, connectivity, the 
reversing camera view and the ability to link to 
your Apple and smartphone apps. 

ELX and Ultimate models get a 9.2 inch HD 
screen which adds satnav and the 3D all¬ 
round monitoring system, with cameras which 
help you slip into tight parking places and, 
as was demonstrated on an off-road test, to 
avoid hazards like tree stumps and rocks. 

The body, as well as being larger, is also 
stronger thanks to the use of high-strength 
steels, creating both a safer and better 
handling car. The safety systems include ABS, 
electronic stability programme, nine airbags, 
autonomous emergency braking, forward 
collision warning, lane departure warning, 
traffic sign recognition, blind spot detection 
and rear crossing traffic alert. 

The driver’s instruments include a colour 
‘supervision’ panel allowing you to see such 
information as current speed limit, satnav 
prompts, trip information and a range of safety 
system alerts. Other standard features include 
electric windows, tailgate, cruise control, a 
heated leather steering wheel, windscreen 
wiper defroster, electric folding and heated 
mirrors and air conditioning. 

The £37,500 flagship ‘Ultimate’ model adds 
luxuries such as leather upholstery, heated 
seats front and rear, ventilated and electrically 
adjustable front seats, LED foglights and 
cornering lights to name but a few highlights. 

The heart of the new Rexton is SsangYong’s 
own 2.2 litre diesel engine, mated to a 
six-speed manual gearbox or a smooth 


seven-speed Mercedes auto. It has 181Ps of 
power and a hefty 420Nm of torque from just 
1,400rpm which give it a 0 to 62mph sprint 
time of just under 12 seconds. 

It actually feels livelier than that but the 
most remarkable thing about it (and the 
car as a whole) is its particularly low noise 
levels. In fact the Rexton has braggig rights 
over many of its rivals when it comes to what 
engineers call NVH (noise vibration and 
harshness) for its refined driving experience 
which complements the new, upgraded 
interior. It feels relaxed and comfortable, with 


a surprising smooth ride considering its a car 
designed to take the rough with the smooth. 

A simple rotary dial allows you to choose 
‘two high’ for driving the rear wheels through 
the standard gear ratios to ‘four high’ for 
slippery conditions and ‘four low’ for four 
wheel drive and low ratios when the going 
really gets tough. With the addition of 
hill descent control the Rexton’s off-road 
performance is impressive. Up and down 
steep, wet grassy slopes and tackling a series 
of inclines in the deep mud of an old quarry 
were taken in its stride during testing. The 


official average fuel consumption figures 
are 34 to 36mpg, depending on model and 
transmission choice, with C02 figures of 
between 204 and 218g/km. 

Appearances are subjective, of course, but 
SsangYong has created a car for all reasons: 
stylish family transport with serious off-road 
and towing ability that few in this price range 
can emulate. 

It retains all of its predecessors’ utility and 
workmanlike competence, but adds a lot 
more stylng, luxury and refinement to tempt 
European - and particularly UK - car buyers.

Olympic champion Denise Lewis MBE had been 
invited, but did not attend. 

The Aldersley Road-based club has churned out in¬ 
ternational athletes over the years, with some going 
on to reach the top tier of athletics. 

Maiy said: “Tonight 480 people have come together 
from the old boys of 50 years ago with the athletes of 
today. There is a great combination of talent in this 
room tonight.” 

Club athletes, friends and family packed into WV1 
Suite at Molineux Stadium where the birthday dinner 
was held. 

Tables were lined out across the room, where peo¬ 
ple took their seats to listen to awards being handed 
out. 

Brilliant 

A party atmosphere filled the room as names were 
read out for athletes to walk up to the stage and col¬ 
lect their awards. 

Around 50 awards were presented to athletes aged 
under 13 up to senior levels in track and field. 

Mary added: “The event was absolutely brilliant, I 
couldn’t have asked for it to go any better. 

“Denise (Lewis) didn’t come. It was a bit disap¬ 
pointing. She had the opportunity and we did expect 
her. 

“It was a lovely event, all people came together to 
share their stories.” 

On the eve of the 50th birthday celebrations, the 
club staged the David Coleman Mile Races, named in 
honour of the popular former broadcaster who was 
president of the club during its heyday. It featured 
seven races in different categories. 

The history of the club can be traced back to before

the First World War in 1914, with a club based at 
Molineux with a track around the football pitch. 

A decade later, Wolverhampton Athletics Club was 
formed and in 1943 they merged with Penn Harriers 
to form Wolverhampton Harriers. After using vari¬ 
ous grounds in Compton, at Tettenhall College and 
at Marsh Lane the club moved to Aldersley Stadium 
in 1956. 

The municipal sports stadium was also home to 
Wolverhampton Wheelers Cycling Club. 

In 1967 Bilston was incorporated into Wolver¬ 
hampton in a local government reorganisation and 
the two local clubs, Wolverhampton Harriers and 
Bilston Town Athletic Club, merged to form Wolver¬ 
hampton and Bilston Club. 

The club went on to dominate track and field and 
was once the leading athletics club in Great Britain, 
winning the National League Division One for men 
from 1975 to 1982, the Men’s National Cup final in 
1976, 1977, 1979 and 1980. 

It also represented Britain in the European Clubs 
Cup from 1976-83 with the best finishing position 
of third. Several Olympic, Commonwealth and Eu¬ 
ropean medallists have represented the club, with 


famous athletes pulling on the Wolverhampton and 
Bilston best including Jim Auckett, Don Holliday, 
Verona Elder (nee Bernard), Maureen Tranter, 
Rosemary Stirling, Mike Bull, Phil Lewis, Ralph 
Banthorpe, Sonia Lannaman, Kathy Cook (nee Small¬ 
wood), Gary Cook and Tessa Sanderson. 

In 1960 Peter Radford broke the world 200m re¬ 
cord in 20.5s in an international held at Aldersley. 

The club suffered some decline in the 1980s. A 
spokesman said one of the chief reasons for this was 
that it is not possible to have eight lanes around the 
track due to the cycle track. 

“This has prevented the club from hosting some of 
the larger meetings. However in recent years the club 
has had a resurgence,” the spokesman added. 

Youngsters 

Male athletes now compete in the Midland’s Men’s 
League, while the females take part in the Midland 
Women’s League and the National League. 

Club nights are on a Tuesday and Thursday 
evening with youngsters, generally under 10s, meet¬ 
ing from 5.30 to 6.30pm and all other athletes from 
6.30-7.30pm. 

With 40 coaches, all England Athletics qualified, 
there is a comprehensive programme for all young¬ 
sters including running, throwing, jumping, hurdling 
and walking.
